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TEACHERS TO 
GET SALARY 
RAjSE 

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS PASS 
RESOLUTION TO RAISE COUNTY 
SCHOOL TAX AND INCREASE 
REVENUE OF EDUCATORS. 


The campaign Inaugurated by the 
school teachers of the county for In¬ 
creased salaries came to a successful 
end on Monday morning last when the 
Board of Supervisors, in special ses¬ 
sion, passed a resolution endorsing a 
raise in the school tax which will 
guarantee to every teacheg in the' 
county an increase of at least $20 
monthly. 

A crowded room, in which were as¬ 
sembled teachers, school trustees and 
representative men and women citi¬ 
zens of the county, greeted the Super¬ 
visors at the opening of the session. 
Chairman MacBain put the "burden 
of proof” up to the educators with his 
opening remark, “I see you’re all 
here. Now tell us what you want 
and why you want it.” From time to 
time he called specifically on different 
persons who were present and asked 
for their views on the subject. 

Harr Wagner, editor of the Western 
Journal of Education, school trustee 
of Montara and a heavy taxpayer of 
the coastside, inaije an eloquent ap¬ 
peal on the part of justice. He stated 
that the request of the teachers is a 
just request and demanded a just de¬ 
cision. 

Attorney George C. Ross, as a citi¬ 
zen, taxpayer, father and grandfather, 
gave a stirring address, urging the 
necessity of granting a raise, and at 
the close introduced the resolution, 
which was unanimously passed. 

County Superintendent Roy W. 
Cloud spoke of the financial side of 
the school question, showing how a 
tax rate of 45 cents at least is needed 
to meet the increase of $20 per month. 
Chairman MacBain wanted to know 
how the board could be assured every 
cent of increase would go for teach¬ 
ers' salaries and not mending more 
back fences. County Superintendent 
Cloud explained that it would be his 
duty to look into salary conditions and 
if he observed any district failing to 
comply with the board’s decision, to 
attend to the matter. 

Among those who spoke from the 
floor were: Misses Haley, Northrup, 
Trlmingham; Mesdames Hughes, 
McGinn, Kirkpatrick; Messrs. Turn- 
bull, Amphlett, Konrad, Burroughs, 
Savage, Montieth, Adams and Hall. 

Each Supervisor gave expression to 
bis hearty endorsement, and led by 
Miss Vera Emerson the audience sang 
“The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

The San Mateo Grade Teachers’ 
Association studied the movement to 
help every teacher in the county to 
receive a living wage, and a commit¬ 
tee composed of the following suc¬ 
cessfully arranged the details of the 
campaign: Misses Hagerup, Haley, 

Burke, Abbott, Brown, Northrup and 
Trimingham.

NIL! FURNACES W 
DOWN INDEFINITE!! 


Unexpected Suspension of Open 
Hearths Throws Many Heavy 
Wage Earners Out of Work. 


The sudden shutting down of the 
furnaces at the Pacific Coast Steel 
mill on Saturday last unexpectedly 
threw out of work more than one hun¬ 
dred of the highest-paid wage earners 
of the plant. 

The order came as a complete sur¬ 
prise and caused consternation among 
the workers, several of whom have 
declared their intention of leaving 
this city for other mill towns. 

The following statement was issued 
from the general office of the com¬ 
pany at the Rialto Building, San 
Francisco, in reply to an inquiry from 
a representative of The Enterprise 
as to when work would be resumed 
at the mill: 

“The furnaces were shut down on 
account of lack of business and that 
we have on hand a sufficient stock of 
billets and ingots to meet our require¬ 
ments for some time. We are unable 
to state definitely when w^will start 
the furnaces, but certainly not until 
business improves.”

APPROVES 



$40,000,000 BOND ISSUE IS CARRIED 
BY HEAVY MAJORITY; LOCAL 
VOTE PRACTICALLY UNANIMOUS 


South San Francisco voters on 
Tuesday were practically unanimous 
in their support of the $40,000,000 
bond issue for new roads in Cali¬ 
fornia. Out of an even 200 votes cast 
at the polls, 188 were affirmative, 
practically the same ratio being 
shown at both precincts. Precinct No. 
1 (Fraternal Hall) totaled 102 favor¬ 
able ballots out of the 109 cast, while 
the second precinct (City Hall) rolled 
up an affirmative vote of 86, as 
against 5 negative. 

Following were the election officers 
in South San Francisco: 

South San FranciRco Consolidated 
Precinct No. 1—-Polling place, Fra¬ 
ternal Hall, Grand avenue: Inspector, 
Mary McGraw; judge, Emma Vaccari;

South San Francisco Consolidated 
Precinct No. 2—Polling place, City 
Hall, Linden avenue: Inspector, 
Mary A. Carmody; judge, Ethel 
Davidson; clerk, Elizabeth M. Duke- 
man; clerk, Edward Farrell. 

With partial returns from all over 
the State showing a tremendous ma¬ 
jority in favor of the bond issue, in¬ 
terest will now be centered in plans 
for the commencement of the work, 
which will include the $2,471,000 Sky¬ 
line Boulevard along the mountain 
range of San Mateo county. Half of 
the money voted Tuesday will be used 
to complete the existing highway 
system and the other half for the con¬ 
struction of new roads. 

In San Mateo county the vote for 
the bonds was exceptionally strong 
and scattering returns indicate a 
favorable vote of about 12 to 1.

San Francisco will set the torch of 
patriotism burning to-morrow for the 
first Independence Day since the 
great war.

Majority of Worshipers Go to San 
Francisco to Attend (losing 
Celebration. 


The passing of booze was marked 
by no particular celebration in South 
San Francisco because of the exodus 
of many of its devotees to San Fran¬ 
cisco, where there was more jubila¬ 
tion offered in the speeding of John 
Barleycorn on his way. 

South San Francisco saloons closed 
their doors on Monday evening and, as 
far as can be learned, only one ven¬ 
tured to reopen on July 1 for the sale 
of 2.76 beer. Needless to say this 
particular drink emporium did a rush¬ 
ing business, and likely left itself 
open to prosecution should the Cali¬ 
fornia courts not concur with the de¬ 
cision of the New York Cirquit Court 
of Appeals, which decided that 2.75 
beer was not an intoxicating bever¬ 
age. 

Police Commissioner Theodore 
Roche announced on Monday last that 
San Francisco saloons might sell beer 
and wines of an alcoholic content of 
2% per cent, or less, without observ¬ 
ance of any city. State or Federal 
license requirement. 

Shorn of its legal trimmings the 
following is tlie position of the San 
Francisco Federal agencies with re¬ 
gard to prohibition enforcement until 
further instructions from Washing¬ 
ton: 

“The law is on the statute books 
and in case of violation it is up to 
the police to secure evidence and pre¬ 
sent it to the courts.” 

Collector of Internal Revenue Jus¬ 
tus Warden said that in the absence 
of enforcement provision of the pro¬ 
hibition statute, which meant that 
money and additional men had not 
been assigned to him, his office could 
not cope with enforcement activities 
immediately on receipt of specific in¬ 
structions. 

His staff and his funds are devoted 
entirely at present to routine busi¬ 
ness. Internal Revenue Agent E. C. 
Yellowley described his office as in 
similar straits. 

When the toll is taken there will 
remain in warehouses of California, 
according to records in the Internal 
Revenue office, more than 1,500,000 
gallons of whisky, rum, gin and high 
wines. There will be from 3,000,000 
gallons of dry and sweet wines ip the 
“free” warehouses. In addition, the 
potential wine crop represented by 
$12,000,000 worth of wine grapes now 
on the vines in California must be 
taken into account.

J.J. WELCH GETS 
INSPECTOR’S 
BP 

RIGID LAW PASSED BY LEG1S- 
LATURE GOVERNING TRAFFIC 
AND SLAUGHTER OF LIVE¬ 
STOCK. 


J. J. Welch, South San Francisco 
poundmaster, has been appointed 
inspector by the Cattle Protection 
Board to represent San Mateo county, 
and on July 10 will inaugurate in¬ 
spection at shipping points and 
slaughter houses in the county. 
Welch will have complete charge of 
the inspection work of the board and 
cattle will not be accepted for ship¬ 
ment at any shipping points by any 
common carrier unless a certificate 
of inspection is filed with the agent 
thereof at the time of shipment. All 
cattle to be slaughtered must be in¬ 
spected at the slaughter house for 
marks and brands before same can be 
slaughtered. 

No person can engage in the 
slaughtering of cattle before obtain¬ 
ing a license from the State and filing 
a bond in compliance with the new 
law. Failure to do so renders the 
person so doing liable to fine and im¬ 
prisonment and closes hiB slaughter 
house for one year. 

Bills of sale must be obtained whea 
cattle are purchased and must be 
shown to the inspector. All cattlemen 
who intend to ship cattle and alt 
slaughterers intending to slaughter 
cattle purchased by them must in¬ 
form the inspector at least twenty- 
four hours before shipment or before • 
cattle are slaughtered by notifying 
the inspector nearest his shipping 
corrals or slaughter house. This is 
in compliance with the law recently 
passed by the Legislature and has for 
its purpose the protection of cattle 
owners from loss of cattle through 
theft. 

MAN’S BODY fOOND 
NEAR TANEORAN 


Motorman Makes Gruesome Early 
Morning Find on His First Run 
Wednesday Morning. 


The body of John B. Pollock, secre¬ 
tary of the San Francisco Egg In¬ 
spectors’ Union, was found between 
the United Railroads tracks near Tan- 
foran early Wednesday morning. Pol¬ 
lock lived at the Lincoln Hotel, San 
Francisco. 

The discovery was made by John 
Husher, motorman of the first car to 
make the run. 

In his report to Deputy Coroner 
George W. Sneider of San Mateo, 
Husher stated that he noticed the 
body on the tracks and was able to 
stop his car before passing over it. 

According to Sneider, the body was 
still warm when he reached it and 
from all appearances Pollock mot 
death by a street car.

A Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San IFrancisco 
Declaring Its Intention to Improve a 
Portion of Swift Avenue.

Pursuant to the statute and to the 
resolution of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco direct¬ 
ing this notice, said Board of Trustees 
hereby invites sealed proposals or bids 
for doing the following work in said 
City, to-wit;

Perhaps this is the story of Dave 
Duncan, a' fearless young lawyer who 
went overseas to serve the American 
doughboy as best he could, or perhaps 
this is just a letter from a soldier boy 
to his mother. You can judge after 
reading it. It was written by Sergeant 
Major Arthur G. Halsey, Second Bat¬ 
talion Hdqrs. Sixtieth Infantry, A. E. 
F., from Luxemburgh: 

“Now, mother, I’m going to tell you 
something, and I’m ready at any time 
to back up my statements to any one 
at all. You have entirely the wrong 
idea about the Y. M. C. A. The Y. 
has done some wonderful things over 
here. They faced a gigantic task, and 
did their work well, I’m not speak¬ 
ing about my outfit alone, because 
I’ve seen it tjme and again in others. 

"In my battalion we have a Y. man 
named Dave Duncan. St. Mihiel, Ar- 
gonne, trenches in the Vosges, every¬ 
where that we saw action saw Dave 
there, too. At St. Mihiel he drove an 
auto full of chocolates and cigarettes 
through three lines of captured Ger¬ 
man trenches. The battle was still 
going on. Overhead a battle was go¬ 
ing on between a Hun and two 
American planes, with the M. G. bul¬ 
lets coming down all over the place. 
The Hun batteries were trying to 
range us, and the H. E. and shrap¬ 
nel shells were landing every minute. 
They were coming so think that every 
one was ordered under what cover he 
could find. The American guns were 
battering the last line of resistance 
about two kilometers ahead, and we 
were waiting for the order to go and 
get ’em. Up came Dave with his auto, 
and, in spite of the fact that he was 
told to get under cover by the com¬ 
manding officer, he got, up on the seat 
and hollered for the boys to come 
and get their stuff. No one had any 
money; hadn’t been paid for two 
months. The boys lined up, and they 
had to keep six feet apart to lessen 
the danger of casualties from bursting 
shells. Dave’s machine had come to 
a stop, for the simple reason that 
there Wfcre so many dead Germans 
that he couldn’t go any further. His 
front wheels were on a dead Hun’s 
chest, and there were dead men and 
horses by the thousand on all sides. 
We got our smokes and chocolate at a 
time when we were all wild for a 
smoke and hungry as hell. Is this 
neglect of duty? 

"I met Dave during the Argonne- 
Meuse offensive. It“was the night my 
regiment made their famous crossing 
of the river in the face of the machine 
guns. It was raining and cold; 
everywhere the ground was covered 
with dead. The Germans had gone 
stark crazy, and were dropping shells 
as fast as they could throw them over 
the top everywhere, in a mad attempt 
to stop the already victorious Ameri¬ 
can drive. It was the most hideous 
night I have ever lived through. A 
night that will keep me awake for 
years, I think, and there on the Ger¬ 
man side of the river was Dave. He 
was giving away hot chocolate and 
cigarettes to any one who came by.

Anaijsis by Taxpayers’ Association 
Shows Advance in Levies 
for All Purposes.

A comparison of the total county 
tax levies in California, as between 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, 
and the year ending gJune 30, 1919, 
shows an increase in the amount of 
tax levies for all purposes during the 
latter year of $5,744,996.67, or 8.82 per 
cent. The 1918 county levies for all 
purposes were for $66,129,980.47, and 
the 1919 levies came to $70,874,988.14. 

The comparison between the 1918 
and 1919 levies is made and analyzed 
In the last issue of the California Tax¬ 
payers’ Journal, which divides them 
into three groups—general county 
purposes, educational' purposes and 
special district purposes. 

Under general county purposes are 
shown general administrative ex¬ 
penses, salaries, hospitals and indi¬ 
gent expenses, interest and redemp¬ 
tion of county bonds, advertising and 
promotion, building by direct tax, 
road and bridge construction, road 
maintenance, and “all other pur¬ 
poses.” The levies for this group in¬ 
creased from $38,407,874.05 in 1918 to 
$40,505,880.00 in 1919. The latter year 
shows increases for general expense, 
salaries, Interest and redemption of 
bonds and road and bridge construc¬ 
tion, and decreases in the levies for 
hospitals and indigent expenses, ad¬ 
vertising and promqtion, building by 
direct tax, road maintenance and "all 
other purposes.” It is interesting to 
note that the 1919 levies provide the 
sum of $5,601,461.39 for interest and 
redemption of county bonds, this be¬ 
ing an increase of $461,726.73. 

County taxes levied for educational 
purposes in 1918 amounted to $25,- 
826,242.68. The 1919 levies were for 
$28,506,454.52, an increase of $2,704,- 
122.28, or 10.37 per . cent. The taxes 
for elementary school purposes, in¬ 
cluding elementary school bond costs, 
increased $1,293,986.63. The county 
taxes for high school purposes, in¬ 
cluding bond costs, increased $995,- 
729.71. The largest increase for any 
single educational purpose was $811,- 
891.73, or 16.45 per cent, for special 
maintenance of high schools.

First—The needs of San Mateo 
county from a health standpoint. This 
would include a careful examination 
of health and sanitary conditions now 
existing; how adequate these are and 
what is being done to improve them. 
The general health of the county at 
present would have to be carefully 
considered, also what facilities are 
now available for jmeeting these con¬ 
ditions, such as existing hospitals, 
clinics, welfare associations, etc. * 

Second—A careful examination of 
the county’s method or methods of 
handling sanitation, housing and 
other health questions. This would 
include a study of reports on these 
various points and an examination of 
the conditions throughout the county. 

Third—Meetings with the county 
sanitary inspectors. County Physician 
and other coiyity employees who are 
connected with these problems, as 
well as meetings with the Board of 
Supervisors, Social Service Commis¬ 
sion and Welfare and Public Health 
Association from time to time to dis¬ 
cuss different points for considera¬ 
tion. 

The purpose of all this study, ex¬ 
amination and discussion would be to 
project a plan that would not only 
suggest an immediate way of meeting 
the health problems of San Mateo 
county, but would also develop a line 
along which future growth should 
proceed. This, would be with a view 
toward having the most healthful con¬ 
ditions exist in the county for not only 
the pr vent permanent residents, but 
to have such health, sanitary and 
housing conditions as would attract 
new residents. 

There is nothing that favors per¬ 
manency of residence so much to-day 
as scientific cjare of health from a com¬ 
munity standpoint, nor any one factor 
that has mor^ power of attracting 
desirable residents. The purpose of 
such a study would be to propose a 
health program for San Mateo county 
which, with the least expenditure of 
money, would insure the best health 
conditions not only for the present 
but for the future. 

To have such a plan succeed it must 
meet with the hearty co-operation and 
whole-hearted consent of the physi¬ 
cians of the county. Upon this group 
more than any other rests the success I
